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as follows: Section 664. The county board shall 
meet annually on the Tuesday next succeeding the 
second Monday of November, at the county seat, 
for the transaction of business as a board of su-
p3rvisors. A special meeting shall be held only 
when requested by a majority of the members of 
said board in writing, addressed and delivered to 
the county clerk and specifying the time and place 
of such meeting, not less than one week therefrom; 
upon the reception of such request, the clerk shall 
immediately transmit a notice of such meeting 
to each of the members of said board; and the 
county board may adjourn any special meeting 
thereof, from time to time, by an affirmative vote 
of a majority of the members elect thereof; pro-
vided, that the said county board shall not at any 
session thereof, sell, convey or transfer, or in any 
manner whatever order or direct the sale, convey-
ance or transfer of any tax certificates, owned or 
held by the county, at less than their face, unless 
such county board shall have prior thereto, given 
public notice of their intention so to do, by publi-
cation thereof, for four successive weeks in some 
newspaper of general circulation in said county 
published in the English language; provided, fur-
ther, that any and all sales, conveyances, transfers 
or assignments of tax certificates hereafter made 
in violation of the provisions of this act shall be 
null and void. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 432. 
AN ACT to authorize the city of Milwaukee to 

raise a special tax in the south sewerage district 
of said city. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

SECTION 1. The common council of the city of Sethwerage,, jaz 
Milwaukee is hereby authorized to levy and raise au—o-- 
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by taxation, upon all the taxable property, real 
and personal, within the south sewerage district 
of said city, in addition to the amount authorized 
to be raised for a sewerage fund in said district, 
and in addition to the amount of money author-
ized to be raised by taxation for all purposes 
within said district, now limited by law, for each 
of the years 1885, 1886, 1887, a sum of money 
not exceeding one mill on the dollar in each of 
said years upon all of the taxable property within 
said district, for the purpose of continuing and 
completing the sewers contemplated by the plans 
for sewers in said south sewerage district of said 
city, now on file in the offices of the proper officers 
of said city of Milwaukee, and for the purpose of 
continuing the construction of such sewers as 
shall or may be included in any amendments to, 
or changes of the bald plans during the years, 
1885, 1886, 1887; provided, that the first funds 
derived from said tax shall be applied to a con-
struction of a main sewer in Washington street, 
between Second avenue and the waters of the 
Milwaukee river.
